NOTES ON MEETING WITH MR. CARNEY HOWELL, JUNE 27, 1953

Attendings; Mr, Carney . » Mr, John Dunaway, Mr. John Bode, Mr. John Stacy, 


Mr. Howell opened the meeting by commenting on the present 
financial status of the mission. The over-obligation amounted to 
approximately $170,000 ~ possibly more, This over-obligation came 
about as a result of a series of circumstances which are now past 
history. It is obvious that the mission has been placed in an 
extremely difficult position and something must be done if it is 
to continue to function, 

He expressed the need for mich tighter fiscal control and 
said that Mr. Bode would be responsible for the certification of 
documents as to the availability of sufficient funds before any 
obligations or expenditures may be made, (Mr. Dunaway noted that 
since June 1, 1953, this procedure had been followed). Obviously, 
such certification would not include daily petty cash purchases, etc., 
for which some other procedure should be worked out, Mr. Bode's 
prime responsibility will be to set up the accounting system and 
exercise control over expenditures, In Mr, Howell's opinion, the 
Embassy should continue to keep the books for TCA with Mr. Bode 
supplying the code number and other information necessary for entry, 

Mr, Hovell noted that expenditiires for furnishings and 
remodeling of rented properties came to nearly $200,000 plus rent of 
about $80,000, This is a very heavy expenditure and was not 
contemplated in the original budget planning. It should have been 
taken into consideration by TCA/W and TCA/SA and action taken 
accordingly, However, in his opinion, the field is very vulnerable

to criticism as to the very large amount expended for these items, 
Too much has gone into air-conditioning and other equipment, the 
rehabilitation of rented properties and construction of buildings 
ete,, on the same. (NOTE: Foreign Service Manual Reguitions - 
Administration ~ Part III - Administrative and Technical Services - 
728 - requires that such work "shall be referred to the Department 
by Operations Memorandum"), very effort must be made to cut back 
on these expenses in the future. The mission members should be 
properly housed but must avoid living at a standard which will set 
them too far apart from the local people and thus open the mission 
to charges of luxurious living, etc. Far too much electricity is 
being consumed and the need for economy right dovn the line is 
declared to be a must. These points were stressed several times by 
Mr, Howell during the discussion, 

He read a cable he prepared which requested Washington to 
increase the field allotment by $170,000 to cover obligations and 
$100,000 for the Quarantine Station, Some discussion took place as 
to the necessity to act quickly on this matter both because of the 
approaching end of the present fiscal year and the already drawn-out 
negotiations with SAG, 

It was stressed that the organization mst be pulled together 
with the Division Chiefs being consulted and more team work and 
coordination sought, This is especially true for mtters concerning 
the number of personnel and adherence to budget estimates, expenditures, 
and overall program development. There was discussion on these points 
with the matter of the attitude of the Chiefs concerning adherence to

personne] and funds allocated in the approved budget estimates from 
Washington are not necessarily final but are to serve as a guide, 
subject to local needs and circumstances, The Country Director should 
consult with the Chiefs and Administrative Officers on any shifts between 
fields of activity and expense categories within a Division and make 
the necessary decision as to any changes to be made, Major changes 
may be made by the Country Director but TCAW should be notified, 

Mr. Howell emphasized that such changes are related to the needs of 
the over-all program and the final decision as to these matters must 
rest with the Country Director but he again stressed the need for 
continusous staff consultation, He pointed out that the budget 
estimate approved by TCA/W 1s not an obligating document - the 
obligation of funds is dependent on receipt of an ‘advice of 
allotment! from Washington, 

In order to clarify the Mission's status at this time, it was 
proposed that a budgetary statement be prepared for TCA/W outlining 
the essential fixed expenses such as house rentals, salaries, and 
allowances, etc., necessary to keep the mission going during FY-54, 
In addition, details should be given as to the funds necessary to 
carry out projects and attain objectives, While the figure of 
$1,000,000 should be taken as a planning figure, according to 
Mr, Howell, it is a tentative one and not necessarily final, It 
ig conceivable that the budget might come to $1,500,000 or $1,700,000 
or more, The size, however, would be dependent on the basic fixed 
costs plus projects, He stressed the tentative nature of the figure 
presented to the field with the final total being dependent on the 
kind of program proposed. He urged that the program presented be 
realistic and down to bedrock, In that way it would get ite most

dj favorable hearing. It was noted that at times TCA proposes actions 
which entail expenditure of funds without taking into consideration 





overall program expenditures and hence providing for incressed funds. 
An example of this is the cost added to the program when it assumed 
all staff housing responsibilities, With the installation of the new 
accounting system, both TCA’ and the field will be better informed 
and such occurences will be less likely to occur in the future, 

Concerning the Rural Commmity Development Project, it was 
stated by Mr. Howell that technicians used in the Project mist be paid 
from each Division's funds as there were no other funds which could 
be utilized in this vay, 4+ this time, $290,000 remains for the 
Project. He urged that the Project be vigorously pushed and that 
careful planning take place to see that the funds are used effectively. 
Current conditions were desoribed and discussed. 

Mr. Howell mentioned the fact that, for the coming fiscal year, 
there would be two allotments ~ program direction and program, 
Program Direction, meaning the country Director and his staff, includes 
all personnel spending over 50% of their time on administrative matters; 
and other program expenses, These expenses were not defined in detail 
as instructions are being sent to the field. Program expenses are 
those expended on projects,including cost of personnel spending over 
50% of their time on program operations, Howell noted that administrative 
costs in a small program loom as quite large but should be kept to the 
necessary mininun, 

Until the FY-54 budget 1s approved and 'adviee of allotment! 
(DS-150) received, expenditures must be kept to an absolute minimum 
for those expenses needed to keep the mission operating. No projects, 


a 


can be undertaken until the "advice of allocation" is received. 
Discussion took place concerning this matter, It was noted that 

in July, August, September and possibly October, no projects would 
be operating save the Rural Community Development Project for which 
$290,000 should be available. The seriousness of this mtter is 
obvious but, except in the case of the Quarantine Station where 
perhaps $100,000 will be made available prior to receipt of 'advice 
of allotment', nothing can be done, It was pointed out that in the 
future these unfortunate circumstances should not re-occur if projects 
get into operation in FY-54 and continue over into the next year, 
The approved budget estimate can be used as a basis for discussion 
with SAG but not as an authorisation for signing ‘greements and 
obligating funds, At this time, aside from the Rural Community 
Development Project, the only operating project for which funds 
are necessary is the Commercial School, The Agreement has not yet 
been signed. Howell vas of the opinion thet some way could be 
found to keep it functioning. 

Mr. Howell questioned the status of local employees - these 
were listed as to saleries and duties, He noted that those employed 
by TCA to work in the Embassy, while necessary, should be provided 
for by the Embassy, However, he recognized the peculair local 
conditions, He stressed the need to keep the number of locals to 
a minimum and to use them effectively, 

Concerning the Page apartment in Beit Pakri, he said he would 
see what could be done to get Page either to move or to pay 1/3 of 
the rent.

This approval 
cannot relieve the Country Director of his responsibility in regards 
to the availability of unobligated funds. This responsibility was 
transferred to the the Country Directors on July 1, 1952. 

In your cable No, 751 dated March 31, your requested. permission 
to sign a Maternal and Child Health Project providing for a 
contribution of $2500.00. TCAM would be in no position to know 
whether or not you had available unobligated funds in this amount. 
We could only assume that your request for permission to dgn was 
your sertification of the availability of unobligated funds. TCAM 
preceeded, on the basis of your request, to reeruit a Public Health 
iurse and, based on correspondence from you, indicating that this 
project would be signed upon receipt of our approval and allotment 
of funds for the Quarantine Station Project, accepted the assignment 
of Miss Potter without country clearance. We were faced with the 
problem of accepting Miss Pot‘er for the Saudi program by July 1 
or losing her services to another country program. We expected you 
to sign the Maternal and Child Health Project agreement and while 
pesigning her to the Saudi program effective July 1 have, until 
you obtain country clearance, detailed her to Iraq for a period 
not to exceed 60 days. Every effort will be mde to mke funds 
available in FY54 for this project agreement. 


In the meeting with the Saudi Arabian Secretary General of 
the Ministry of Health held on December 14, 1952, Mr. Fryer 
suggested a U. S, contribution to the Vaccine Laboratory Project 
in an amount not to exceed $25,000. In our letter dated February 27, 193, 
which supplied you with a suggested list of necessary supplies and equipment 
to establish such a laboratory, it was stated that the cost for procurement, 
packing and shipping for these necessary supplies and equipment would be 
approximately $25,000. It also stated that this basic list would probably 
require amendment as to items, cuality and quantity of an additional amount 
of equipment costing in the neighborhood of $35,000, However, it was 
further stated that this additional supplies and equipment would depend 
upon the kind and amount of vaccines to be produced and could only be 
ascertained after the laboratory was well along in operation. 


TCA insisted that sto taste, of the peapend. sale) nomen 
be broadened and, I am sure , a review of the correspondence will 
convince you that TCA/W did not approve a project agreement requiring 
a contribution of $25,000.

In spite of Mr. Howell's recommendation that TCA be given a "petty 
cash fund" to handle the many smal) nrocurements (primarily coolte services) 
needed in the course of our daily activities, the Embassy has as yet 
provided no plan or fund. 


Failure to provide this find means that we are unable to respond 
promptly to any emnloyee request for small repairs, moving, in fact any 
work requiring labor, The Embassy advised us to employ two locals as 
coolie labor, We have attemnted to find the required coolies but cannot 
obtain them at the salary rates established by the Bubassy. Mr. Smith 
has advised me that he would ask Mick to find us these coolies. However, 
most of the jobs requiring this ‘dnd of service involve intensive work of 
three or mre coolies over 2 relatively short period of time. To employ 
on the local market at a reasonable rate as required is by far the least 
exoensive method and the most satisfactory. However, this method can 
only be utilized if we are prenared to nay cash on the line for such 
services when rendered. 


At the moment there are two outstanding examples how the lack of a 
petty cash fund works to our detriment. Mr. Goudarzi has been without 
air conditioning for several weeks. ‘le have had two or three electricians 
and two or three air conditioning mon over to look at his equipment and 
only yesterday did we find one air conditioning man who apparently knows 
how to solve the problem. towever, the solution to the problem promises 
to take an additional three or four weeks. In the moantime Mr. Gowlarai 
has requested that we install three of the air conditioning units now 
actually installed in one of the Bin Zagr villas but which are not actually 
in use and will not be in use for several months. I feel that his request 
ig perfectly reasonable, that it is foolish to have air conditioning 
wits stand idle while any of our families have urgent need for them. The 
difficulty arises in that to exchange these air conditioning units requires 
services of four or five coolies for perhaps two or three hours. The 
total actually involved would nrobably not run over 30/00 SR, The question 
is who will pay out the riyals and how will reimbursement be effected. 
If I were to attempt to do this, I would have outstanding and at risk an

average of a hundred riyals or mre weekly.

Mr. Dolley is moving from Beit Sudairi to Beit Faki. He will 
require a truck, a man to take charge of the moving and coolies, I can 
give him the truck and the man to take charze of the work, but I cannot 
hire the coolies because I am not in a position to pay them cash on the 
spot. This situation is repeated three or four times daily. 


Searcely a day passes when some one of our drivers or our staff 
requires emergency car service of one kind or another, tire repair, 
towing, ete. Even with a contract at a particular station, there would 
be circumstances under which you could not take advantage of the 
contractor's services; hence on numerous occasions we are called upon 
to spend or reimburse cash for these items, 


Mr, Bode is aware of our problem in this regard, and I believe he 
should be urged to immediately complete arrangements for the 
establishment of a petty cash fund for TCA. I beliove also that Mr. 
Jones should be made aware of the situation and its urgency.

This over-obligation came 
about as a result of a series of circumstances which are now past 
history. It is obvious that the mission has been placed in an 
extremely difficult position and something must be done if it is 
to continue to function. 

He expressed the need for much tighter fiscal control and 
said that Mr. Bode would be responsible for the certification of 
documents as to the availabllity of sufficient funds before any 
obligations or expenditures may be made, (Mr. Dunaway noted that 
since June 1, 1953, this procedure had been followed). Obviously, 
such certification would not include daily petty cash purchases, etc., 
for which some other procedure should be worked out, Mr. Bode's 
prime responsibility will be to set up the accounting system and 
exercise control over expenditures. In Mr. Howell's opinion, the 
Embassy should continue to keep the books for TCA with Mr. Bode 
supplying the code number and other information necessary for entry, 

Mr. Howell noted that expenditures for furnishings and 
remodeling of rented properties came to nearly $200,000 plus rent of 
about $80,000. This is a very heavy expenditure and was not 
contemplated in the original budget planning. It should have been 
taken into consideration by TCA/W and TCA/SA and action taken 
accordingly, However, in his opinion, the field is very vulnerable

$1,000,000 should be taken as a planning figure, according to 
Mr. Howell, it is a tentative one and not necessarily final, It 
is conceivable that the budget might come to $1,500,000 or $1,700,000 
or more, The size, however, would be dependent on the basic fixed 
costs plus projects, He stressed the tentative nature of the figure 
presented to the field with the final total being dependent on the 
kind of program proposed. He urged that the program presented be 
realistic and down to bedrock, In that way it would get its most 
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favorable hearing. It was noted that at times TCA proposes actions 
which entail expenditure of funds without taking into consideration 
over-all program expenditures and hence providing for increased funds. 
An example of this is the cost added to the program when it assumed 
all staff housing responsibilities, With the installation of the new 
accounting system, both TCA/ and the field will be better informed 
and such occurences will be less likely to occur in the future, 

Concerning the Rural Community Development Project, it was 
stated by Mr. Howell that technicians used in the Project must be paid 
from each Division's funds as there were no other funds which could 
be utilized in this way. At this time, $290,000 remains for the 
Project, He urged that the Project be vigorously pushed and that 
careful planning take place to see that the funds are used effectively, 
Current conditions were described and discussed. 

Mr. Howell mentioned the fact that, for the coming fiscal year, 
there would be two allotments - program direction and program. 
Program Direction, meaning the Country Director and his staff, includes 
all personnel spending over 50% of their time on administrative matters; 
and other program expenses, These expenses were not defined in detail 
as instructions are being sent to the field. Program expenses are 
those expended on projects,including cost of personnel spending over 
50% of their time on program operations. Howell noted that administrative

TO: CERTAIN AMERICAN DIPLOMATIC POSTS TOTEC 


In view of numerous requests from the field for permission to reprogram 
savings resulting from personnel lapses as well as from other causes it is deemed 
necessary to announce certain policy considerations which will guide our actions 
in these matters: 


1. Most of our programs were presented to Congress as illustrative. 
Congressional acceptance and the necessary appropriation mean only that we have 
Congressional approval for the general type of programs thus described. 

It does not follow that the illustrative programs become specific after the 
appropriation has been voted. Nor does it follow that our own country program 
authorizations must remain inflexible. 


2 Reasonable flexibility, therefore, would permit us to reprogram on a 
quarterly basis provided we keep within the bounds of the general type of 
programs described to Congress and subsequently expressed in the program authorization 
approved by DMS, 


3. In the last quarter, however, we must avoid any suspicion of reprogramming 
merely as a device to get the money spent. This is to say that the same degree of 
flexibility which we might exercise in the first three quarters cannot be 

- exercised in the fourth quarter. Our failure to detect possible savings prior to 
the last quarter will, in most circumstances, have to be accepted as a planning 
error on our part. This applies even more specifically to savings from personnel 
shortfalls, which will not be reprogrammed in the last quarter except under 
emergency conditions, 


4e As a general rule each request for reprogramming will be weighed against 
its own merits but the above considerations should be taken into account in the 


field as they most certainly will be in Washington. 


5. In summary, we will follow the normal course of action. Program or project 
agreements which have been under negotiation prior to the fourth quarter will not 
be stopped. But we will avoid all appearance of shifting funds in an effort to 
absorb possible savings,
